Putttng in Cuttisgs. — Many fail in growing 
plants from cuttings, because they leave too many 
buds out of ground, and have too few in the ground. 
If a cutting has three eyes or buds, then two of them 
should be entirely underground, and the upper or 
last one just level with the surntce. The same wben 
a cutting has four or five buds; place all but one 
under ground. When cuttings are shallow planted, 
leaving more plants out than in the ground, the buds 
start, the leaves form, evaporation is rapid, and the 
delicate, new, fibrous roots soon die, as our hot suns 
and dry seasons so heat the earth, to the depth of 
four inches, as to dry up all supplies. As a conse- 
quence the cutting fails. When the cutting is in. 
serted eight to ten inches deep into the earth, and 
hut one bud left above, the conditions in this case 
favor the formution of roots, and generally cuttings 
so placed succeed. — Mass. Plowman. 

Don't Thin Your Carrots. — I wish to enter a pro- 
test against the plan of thinning carrots to three or 
four inches apart. I seldom thin out anr except 
in spots where the seeds were sown in clusters and 
come up, perhaps a dozen in the space of a hand's 
breadth. Two years ago this season I planted a 
a patch ten roils long by fifty feet wide, ana dug one 
hundred bushels of carrots, and not one of them 
larger than one and a half inches in diameter and 
fourteen inches long, and when a basket full was 
lifted to the wagon it denoted some substance; they 
were of the long orange variety. A neighbor, the 
same season, raised on half an' acre about one hun- 
dred and fifty bushels, and his smallest were larger 
than my largest, but the noticeable difference was 
in the weight of the basket when filled.

^ The Maine law (says the Providence Port) has 

been fairly tried in seven States of the American 
Union, and in every one it has proved a complete 
failure. From the eastern boundary of Maine to the 
western line of Michigan it has not permanently 
dosed a single grog shop. In Rhode Island there 
are three grog shops to-day where there was one 
when the law was enacted. In Maine the law has 
been repealed. 

The law was a dead letter in nearly even- schoo 1 
district in Maine for at least two years before it was 
repealed. There are not (continues the Post) ten 
temperance men in any single town or city in New 
England who will raise a finger to enforce the Maine 
liquor law. The law has been on the statute book 
of Rhode Island, with an interruption of only three or 
four months, ever since July, 1852. During the 
last two years not four rum sellers have been im- 
prisoned under it; and we are confident that not 
more than six warrants have been issued. 

The Maine law in Rhode Island had not only the 
effect of multiplying grog shops to an indefinite ex- 
tent, but it has caused a general spirit of resistance 
to all excise law; and, indeed, has been a most effi- 
cacious cause of the general insubordination of the 
community to laws of all kind. The general defi- 
ance of the late excise law in New York City and 
elsewhere would not now be witnessed if the friends 
of the Maine law had not set the example of disre- 
gard of the rights of the people in their uuconstitu- 
[ scheme, and had not created a habit of disO- 
e by their unwise project.

— By the 
schooner James L. Day, we have advices from Vera 
Cruz to the Cth inst., and from the capital and oth- 
er parts of the Republic as late as due. The papers, 
as yet, furnish uo definite information of the strength 
or whereabouts of the rumored Santa Anna expedi- 
tion, if, indeed, it has other existence thau in the 
imagination of the people and the Goverment. The 
Progresso save: "We only record rumors in circula- 
tion." But the war steamers Democrats and Vera 
Cruz were still on the lookout on the southern coast, 
while the Guerrero had sailed for Tampico. ostensibly 
with Government stores.but probably with the same 
object in view. ■ _ _ 

The works of defence at Vera Cruz, Tampico, 
and other parts of the Republic proceed with ac- 

tn it'is stated by the Eco National that, in case of 
war with Spain, the President will put himself at 
the head of the Mexican army. Other papers re- 
cord evidences of the greatest enthusiasm in defence 
of the soil throughout the Republic. The National 
Guards of Cordova and Tlalpam, in offering their 
services to Comonfort, beg, as a great favor, to be 
permitted to march as an advanced guard against 
the enemies of their country. Other equally patri- 
otic and chivalric offers of services are constantly 
being made. 

Certain Spanish citizens in Mexico having express- 
ed apprehensions as to their treatment in case of a 
war with Spain, the Extraordinary, doubtless by 
authority-, counsels them to dismiss their fears. If 
they take no part in the quarrel, the laws of Mexico, 
as well as the generous feelings of the people, will 
protect them. 

The papers are filled with the most exciting ac- 
counts of the recent arrests at the capital. There is 
no essential fact, however, to add to our pre- 
vious intelligence, except the statement of many 
papers that the conspirators were found with arms 
in their hands. It is also stated that most of them 
were Spaniards by birth. They were dealt with 
verv sunimarilv, thrown into the chain gang with 
common malefactors, and sent to the public works 
in the Callejon de Santa Clara, where at last ac- 
counts they were engaged in cleaning the public 
sewers - ! 

The conspirators were all educated men, highly 
connected in the city of Mexico, and held offices of 
honor and confidence in the civil Government or in 
the army. The excitement was very great, and, 
though there was no doubt of their guilt, the ex- 
treme disgrace of their punishment had begun to 
react on the public mind. Crowds of the common 
people, however, flocked daily to the Callejon de 
Santa Clara to witness, no doubt, with satisfaction, 
the novel spectacle there presented. 

Subsequently yielding prot>ably to a reactionary 
feeling, by no means unnatural, considering the so- 
cial standing and high connections of the Santa Anna 
conspirators, Comonfort had ordered them to be 
withdrawn from the chain-gaug and placed in soli- 
tary- confinement. 

As to the documents found on the persons of the 
conspirators when surprised, onlv their titles have 

fenerally l>een given to the public. We have one, 
owever, and that from the celebrated Santa Anna, 
entire. 

There is nothing in this letter, no more than in 
the published fragments of others, that could possi- 
bly compromise the recipient, and yet it shows plain- 
ly "enough the intimate relations which the restless 
old chieftain manages still to maintain with his 
former political and personal friends at home. Our 
intelligence is Btill imperfect, but a revolution on a 
grand scale, and a long time maturing, has evident- 
ly been nipped in the bud. We can only await the 
next development in this unhappy country of polit- 
ical and ecclesiastical dissension. 

In connection with this revolutionary movement, 
and doubtless for the purpose of preparing the minds 
of the people for it, we observe that the country has 
been flooded with Santa Anna's manifesto of April 7. 

The spirit of the manifesto, though ably written, 
is somewhat petulent, and frequently unworthy a 
man of so great name and fortune. It abounds, 
nevertheless, in many soul-stirring appeals, and con- 
cludes with these words: 

"Citizens, the hour to save our country has ar- 
rived." 

It is stated in the Mexican papers that the whole 
number of Americans shot in Sonora is seventy. It 
was believed, also, that the few who escaped perish- 
ed with hunger, thirst, and exposure. Our minister, 
Mr. Forsyth, has been in correspondence with the 
government on the subject. 

The Home ok Henry Clay. — Our carriage was 
driven up an avenue — not a long one. The house is 
near the road. There is no distance — no deep seclu- 
sion between the home of Henry Clay and the peo- 
ple. There is a very mingled feeling which rushes 
over one's heart, at the glance here. It is a contest 
between the practical and thoughtful. The old 
house, Ashland, as it was when it was the residence, 
the home life of Clay, is away; a new and admir- 
ably built and really beautiful mansion in its place — 
a house so tasteful, and built with such good taste 
in ornament, and in combination of material, that, 
were it utterly dissociated w ith the fame of an illus- 
trious man, it would yet at once be attractive, and 
the traveler would pause to admire it, as we do in 
relation to those, which, in the environs of Boston, 
teach how strongly the beautiful may be represent- 
ed in architecture. But "it's not the true king for 
a' that"— it is not the house of Henry Clay, and, 
w hile I freely admit the present owner had the right 
to manage his estate as his judgment counselled, I 
think he owed it to such a father to let the home 
stand while beam and rafter would bind. 

It might burn doyvn, blow doyvn, crush in, or 
crumble out. That would have been the same 
touch of Time that effaces the words we have 
written with our hearts; but the nation did ask, 
did hojie, that the house whence Henry Clay had so 
often departed on mission of eloquent word and 
statesman act would remain. Rich, in all the situ- 
ations for mansions that taste or opulence could de- 
sire, is Ashland; and while a new house was built for 
comfort, for the practical, it would have been kind 
to us to have let sunshine and storm alternate (as 
they did on the silver-voiced old man) for years ye*. 
But the regrets are vain. The old house is off the 
land and this elegant new one is in its place. It is 
planned to resemble the old one and the association 
of our memory is easily recalled. Thauks to the 
man who invented thoie words, real estate, the land 
could not be taken away. In all the matchless 
beauty of tree aud lawn and glade and field and 
garden, Ashland exists, more lovely than our hope 
or thought of it had created, and just such a sur- 
roundiug of the lovely as could instruct, in its sym- 
bol language, the tongue of the orator.

Hume, the Spiritualist, Again in Paris. — 
Part*, June 4, 1857. — Mr. Douglas flume has re- 
turned to Paris. He has brought a sister, a pretty, 
interesting girl of eleven years old, to a boarding- 
school, where she is placed under the kind protec- 
tion of the Empress. Mr. Hume is better in health 
than when he quitted Paris, and, what is very sin- 
gular, improved health seems to have diminished to 
some extent his supernatural powers.

lives alone, very retired, and, except on very few 
occasions, he does not consent to make any more ex- 
periments. 

Last Sunday, the day the Court left Fontainebleau 
to return to Paris, Mr". Hume had the honor of tak- 
ing luncheons with their Majesties and the King of 
Bavaria before their departure. He made several 
experiments which were required of him by the 
King of Bavaria. Invisible hands have touched 
the nair of his Majesty, knocked his knees, and 
patted his hands; the furniture was removed to con- 
siderable distances; the tables haye replied to the 
questions put to them. 

The King of Bavaria was all admiration; the mys- 
terious phenomeua which manifest the supernatural 
power of Mr. Hume were produced in the most de- 
cisive manner.

to the Collector's office. The steward admitted that 
they were not on the ship's manifest, and admitted 
that he had done wrong in taking them, and wished 
that he had thrown the d — d goods overboard before 
any trouble had come to him. Kane was taken be- 
fore Commissioner Morton, and held him to bail in 
the sum of $5,000, on a charge of smuggling. 

The steamship Fulton yvas seized by the custom- 
house officers on the grounds of the alwve smuggling, 
but a petition has been presented against her being 
libelled, as the captaia or officers yvere not cognizant 
of the illegal act. 

The lawyers who on Wednesday pinioned a depu- 
ty sheriff in order te effect the escape of Auguste 
Parot, one of the French prisoners, are likely to 
suffer for that high-handed proceeding. A motion 
will be made to strike their names from the rolls, 
the sheriff will take measures to force them to in- 
demnify him on his bond, in the sum of $500,000, 
and a criminal suit will be instituted against them 
for resisting an officer in the discharge of his duty.

Church Robberies in Spain. — According to 
the Espana, upwards of fifteen Spanish churches, 
including; the Cathedral of Segovia, were robbed du- 
ring the month of March. In that of April seven- 
teen were robbed, including the Cathedral of Bur- 
ges, and the valuable s«.bre of Gen. Urbistoudo, a 
testimonial for ser» ices, was stolen from his corpse 
while the funeral service was being performed over 
him in the Church of St. Martin, at Madrid. The 
Espana has not yet ascertained the number of 
churches despoiled in the month of May. As some 
set-off to this startling amount of sacrilege, w hich 
testifies at once to the religious feelings of the popu- 
lation, it is satisfactory to read lately in the Regen- 
eracion that some further ceremonies took place in 
the Chapel Royal on account of the celebrated nail 
— one of tho^o with which the Saviour was attached 
to the cross. This invaluable piece of iron "was 
carried in procession, placed upon the high altar, 
and mass having been said, was adored by the King 
and Queen, the Princess of the Asturias, the 
Duke and Duchess de Moatpensier, and their three 
daughters." 

Rtcolt Among the Missouri fitite Prisoners. — On 
Wednesday morning last, while the prisoners yvere 
at work quarrying stone for the extension of the 
prison walls, at the quarry known as Gunn's qnarry, 
they broke from the guards on duf y and ran, when 
the guards fired on them. All stopped except six, 
when they were again fired on, wounding two of the 
prisoners in the left arm, who immediately fell. 
When the prisoners saw two of their number fall 
all surrendered except one, who has not been heard 
from 3 et. The wounded prisoners are doing well, 
being wounded through the fleshy part of the arm, 
between the elbow and the shoulder. The ball passed 
out of one of the wounded men; the ball in the other 
prisoner has not been extracted yet. The officers of 
the prison had some intimation of the affair before 
taking the men out to work, and had strengthened 
the number of guards, otherwise it would have re- 
sulted more seriously.— Jefferson City Jnq., June 20.

ARPvIVAL OF THE PERSIA. 

New York, June 23. 

The steamer Persia has arrived from Liverpool 
brimnng dates to Saturday, the 13th inst. 

The steamer Asia arrived out on the 8th inst. 
and the Aragoon the 11th. The City of Manches- 
ter had also reached Liverpool. 

The American advices received had caused an ad- 
vance of >gd in cotton. 

Douglass Jerrold, the novelist, is dead. 

The Parliamentary proceedings are chiefly of a 
local interest. In the Commons, Lord Palmerston 
announced that the French Government had given 
no opportunity for remonstrance in regard to tiring 
upon a British merchant vessel by the French war 
steamer, for it had promptly expi eased its regret at 
the occurrence, and dismissed the officer who srdered 
the firing. 

The bill for the admission of Jews into Parliament 
was read a second time. The Roman Catholic mem- 
bers, headed by the Duke of Norfolk, are opposed to 
the measure and had waited upon Lord Palmerston 
and also held a meeting for the purpose of securing 
relief for the Catholics from the objectionable pass- 
ages in the oaths now taken bv members of Parlia- 
ment. The interview with Lord Palmerston was 
not satisfactory, and the Catholics 1^ e resolved to 
support amendments to the bill in committee em- 
bodying their views and also to memorialize Parlia- 
ment to frame an oath for all classes v» ithout distiuc- 
tion of creeds. 

A meeting of merchants was held at Liverpool on 
Friday for the purpose of assisting the movement 
for obtaining an increased supply of cotton. Reso- 
lutions were passed referring to" the present inade- 
quate and uncertain supply of that staple as well as 
to the undue fluctuations in price, and expressing 
the opinion that the colonies of Great Britain offer- 
ed ample resources for the cultivation and develop- 
ment of the cotton plant, and that it is the duty of 
the British nation to aid the measures by which its 
growth may lie established and extended. A com- 
mittee was appointed to co-operate with the Man- 
chester Cotton Supply Association. 

The general rains in Ireland had largely benefited 
the crops, giving promise of great abundance. 

F ranee.— The returns from the Bonk of France 
show an increase of upwards of nftv millions of 
francs. A reduced rate of discount" is looked for. 
The harvest prospects of France continue satisfacto- 
ry, and the accounts from the silk districts are more 
cheering.

Culture of Corn\'aj.d*Potatoes. — The practice 
which prevailed^some yeai sjago almost universally 
among farmers of "laving by" corn by throwing 
the earth to itjwith a mouldboard fplow has very 
generally .'given place to the level^eulture, using the 
cultivator, only.in the \ two last^ workings. There 
are, however, still some advocates for the old plan. 
It is well to consider the reasons given for this prac- 
tice, and see if there is really any? advantage in the 
plan, as well as the reasons against it. Some farm- 
ers earth up corn at the last working because it ef- 
fectually kills the weeds in the hills and rows, which 
are out of the reach of any other.process except the 
use of the hoe, and there seems to be some advant- 
age in this practice: but lias any one ever made a 
careful experiment to see if this method of killing 
weeds is not even more expensive than the use of 
the hoe? A very slight diminution of the crop may 
constitute this relatively the most expensive way, 
for, while H may effectually kill the weeds, may not 
the corn itself be also injured by burying the roots 
too deep? Others say it is necessary to "earth up" 
the crop from being blown down by the 
r, is held by some to be 
founded in error, for they say that corn cultivated 
level will withstand as much wind as that which has 
been hilled. We have observed tliat, from the time 
of the last working till the brace roots have taken 
hold on the soil, there may be some greater security 
against the effects of high wind in earthing up, but 
•t this period of its growth corn is seldom prostrated 
by the wind. After the brace roots have taken hold 
on the sod, we think the level culture has the ad- 
vantage in this respect, as the roots, when they do 
take hold, are secure in a comparatively compact 
.oil; whereas, when they strike into the ridge of

We l*lieve, there- 
fore, that the practice of hilling up com should be 
discontinued, unless experience should develop some 
better reason for the practice than the two we have 
The reason which some give for the prac- 
t it brings the earth nearer to the branch 

inasmuch as these roots are always produ- 
the joint nearest the ground; and we have 
known earthing up of corn to compel it to put out a 
second set of roots, because the joint from which 
they were pushing was covered with earth. This of 
be some disadvantage to the crop, be- 
i so much of the effort of the' plant as went to 
these roots thus buried was lost. 
The practice of hilling up potatoes in laying them 
by is supported on the same plea of killing weeds 
when a reason is given for it at all, but from some 
bite experiments many are led to doubt the propri- 
ety of this method. Potatoes require clean culture. 
They are very sensibly affected by the growth of 
even small weeds among them while the tuber is 
forming, but it would be well to try level culture, 
and kill the weeds by some other means. We are 
quite sure that the crop is diminished by earthing 
up, if done after the young potato has begun to form, 
for the reason that the plant immediately com- 
mences the formation of new roots on that part of 
the stem covered by the earth. Consequently the 
top is encouraged to grow and support a set of roots 
which contribute nothing to the formation or growth 
of the tuber, but rather detract from it, by an ef- 
fort to form a second crop. We throw out these 
bints in the hope that practical men will experi- 
ment and note the results, and give them to the 
public. We want the results of carefully tried ex- 
periments on these points. Facts in agriculture 
must be the l<asis of improvement and progress. Prac- 
tical farmers must observe and experiment to arrive 
at these facts; and by carefully collecting them results 
may be reached far more valuable than the most elab- 
orate theoretical speculation-. Farmers should have 
a reason for every practice they pursue, and be well 
assured that the reasons are good and si 




How to Ski. ext a Good Milch Cow.— When 
the little work of M. Guenon first made its appear- 
ance, his method of determining the milking quali- 
ties of cows by certain marks, as detailed in the 
following extract, met with but little favor among 
practical men; but observations made through sev- 
eral seasons led some of the most decided opposers 
to admit that there seemed to be some truth in the 
theory. Since that tune it has gradually been 
gaining ground, until at present there are very few 
dairymen but make use of these indications in mak- 
ing selections of cows for their dairies. We have 
/or a number of years paid some attention to this 
matter and have the fullest confidence in its utility 
-as a means of determining the milking qualities of 
rows. We should rely equally upon it in selecting 
calves to raise for the dairy. Every farmer should 
acquainted with these indications, as by so 
; be would be able very soon to make such se- 
I m materially to improve his stock. Guenon's 
book is published by Saxton & Co., New York, and 
can, we presume, be obtained at any bookstore. The 
following extract will enable observing men soon to 
I insight into it as to be useful to 



a's theory of determining the value 
of milch cows by the growth of hair on the thighs, 
above and adjacent to the bag, was first introduced, 
the idea was received with a good deal of scepti- 
cism. Time has wrought clianges. At a late con- 
vention by the legislative club of the State of New 
York, one of the speakers gave the evidence in rela- 
tion to Guenon's theory: 

M. Guenon, a French writer, has discovered cer- 
tain indications which he claim.- to determine the 
milking qualities of cows. This he calls 'escutch- 
eons,' being the hair which grows upward f contra- 
ry to the general rule^ on the udder, thighs, and 
hinder part of the body. It is easy to distinguish 
the escutcheon by the upward directions of the hair 
which forms tiieiu. I cannot go into detail here 
upon the system, but would refer to the work of M. 
Guenon itself. But to chow that it is esteemed 
worthy of notice, I will allude to the testimony of 
those who have given attention to it. 

Mr. John Haxton, in a work published in 1853, 
entitled "How to choose a good Milch Cow," in ref- 
erence to the indication of a good milch cow, p. 178, 
says: "The writer has examined many hundred of 
dairy cows in Britain, and the conclusion arrived at 
in regard to M. Guenon's test of judging of the 
milking properties of a cow, by the development of 
the ecutson. is that, in a very large majority of 
it is borne out by facts." In a London dairy, 
;gs, 81 Edgeware road, where 



about 400 cows are kept, and where nine-tenths of 

them are far above average milkers, the development 
or upward growth of the hair on the posterior part 
of the udder, thighs, and peruveuin was too remark- 
able to be accounted for by accidental causes. As 
well might it be said that all other tests, such as 
length of bead, softness and flexibility of skin, and 
wide quarters, were accidental, and had no refer- 
ence to the milking properties of a cow. When a 
phenomenon presents itself over and over again, ac- 
companied in a majority of cases by certain results, 
we mav be certain that it is not accidental, but nat- 
ural; and, while we may be unable to account for 
these results upon satisfactory grounds, it is neither 
philosophical nor prudent to deny or ignore the con- 
nection between the one and the other, and thus to 
forfeit the advantages which the fact itself is calcu- 
lated to afford. 

The late Dr. Phinney, of Slassachusetts, a very 
careful and critical observer, made examination of a 
Urge number of milk cows, and found in a majority 
of them, that were good milkers, those developments 
well marked. He conversed with a large number of 
intelligent gentlemen when he was abroad in 1851, 
in Great Britain and France, and found but one opin- 
ion as to the general character of the animals which 
possessed these developments; and, so far as we have 
learned the views of gentlemen in this country who 
have given attention to this subject, the result has 
been the same. 

I think it may with safetv be affirmed that this 
'one principle' is established— that all things being 
alike, as regards shape, texture of skin, &c, cows 
with well developed escutcheons will, in a large 
majoritv of cases, be found to be the best milkers, 
and above an average; while, on the other hand, 
those with verv small escutcheons will l>e found 
under, or, at most, not above an average in their 
milking properties. 

In calves, the escutcheons show the shapes w hich 
they are afterwards to assume. They are more con- 
tracted onlv because the parts which they cover are 
slightly developed. They are easily perceived after 
birth, but the liair which forms them is long, coarse, 
and stiff. After this hair falls oil', the escutcheons 
of calves resemble those of cows, though of less 
size. This will enable the farmer to save such 
calves as will probably serve him as good milkers.

Buckwheat.— 1. Its Origin and History.— Buck- 
wheat, or literally fteecA-wheat— so called, from its 
seed resembling in shape the mast of the beech — is 
conceded bv all writers tobe a native of Central and 
Northern Asia, though the time of its introduction 
into Europe is differently stated. Some say it was 
brought by the Moors into Spain in the eighth centu- 
ry, others that it came with the Crusaders in their 
return from the Holy War in the twelfth; and, be 
that as it may, it is certain that it has been cultivated 
in England only al>out two hundred and fifty years. 
Its triangular grain, arrow-shaped leaves, and fra- 
grant, purplish white flowers are too well known to 
require more jiarticular description. 

t. Introduction and Product In the- U. S. — It was 
first cultivated in the United States by the 
Dutch on the Hudson and the Swedes on the Dela- 
ware. It is mentioned among the grain products of 
the former, as early as 1G2G; and Kalm, the Swedish 
naturalist, who visited this country in 1748,speaks of 
it as found growing in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
and New York. These States still produce a large 
share of the product of the country — in 1856 two- 
thirds, or 6,000,000 of bushels. * Its cultivation, 
however, is rapidly extending through all the North- 
ern and Northwestern States, and the national pro- 
duct for 1856 may be estimated at 15,000,000 of 
bushels, a large share of which is consumed by the 
producers and their immediate neighbors. 

3. Varieties of Buckwheat. — Buckwheat belongs to 
the persicaria tribe; that commonly cultivated is 
botanically known as the Polygonum faijopyrum. 
Among its varieties are the blue or "Canadian 
buckwheat," very popular some ten years since in 
eastern New York and Pennsylvania, and the 
"Scotch gray," now generally grown as far as we 
are acquainted. A variety called Indian buckwheat 
(P. tarturlcum) is grown to some extent in New 
England, for rattening swine, not producing flour 
palatable as human food. The kernel is harsh, 
coarse, and nearly ovate, and the product often 
large, yielding on rich, new soil one hundred bush- 
els per acre. But half a bushel per acre of seed is 
required, and it may be sown from May until Au- 
gust, though early "sowing is most advisable. The 
flour, ground without l>olting, is nearly the color of 
sulphur. 

4. Analysts of the drain and Straw. — In its classi- 
fication as a plant, says Prof. Salisbury, buckwheat 
belongs to a family far removed from the cereals; 
but, in the composition and properties of its seed, it 
approximates to them closely. One thousand pounds 
of the grain contain the following constituents, or- 
ganic and inorganic:

Buckwheat straw, well cured, is readily eaten by 
most domestic animals, and contains, as above 
shown, considerable nutritive matter. 

5. Soils and Culture. — Almost any soil will pro- 
duce buckwheat, but it seems t>est suited with light, 
warm lands of moderate fertility. It is as well 
adapted as any grain to low, moist lands, which 
dry off late in the spring, and suffer from drouth du- 
ring the heats of summer, when early sown grain 
requires most moisture. It germinates quickly and 
soon throws out sufficient roots and leaves to secure 
a supply of water, both from the soil and atmos- 
phere. The cultivation usually is simply to plow 
the land, after green sward, early in the spring, 
then harrow or gang at the time of sowing. The 
grain is often sown on ground infested with weeds, 
which it is desired to subdue; in that case more 
thorough preparation should be given, that the sur- 
face may be entirely covered. In all cases it is 
best to have the ground in fine tilth, and generally 
to roll after harrowing in the seed. Though buck- 
wheat will grow without manure, it feels the appli- 
cation as quick as any other plant, and a correspond- 
ing increase in growth is produced. Plaster and 
ashes exert an immediate influence and benefit. 

6. Time of Sowing— Amount of Seed.— The time 
of sowing is usually between the 20th of June and 
the 4th of July, though it may be sown earlier— as 
soon as danger fr»m late frosts is to be feared no 
longer. Early sown bin kwheat is liable to be blast- 
ed by the heat of July and August; late sown is 
equally exposed during the drouth often occurring 
in September; and in addition to this early frosts 
may cut it off ere it begins to ripen. The cultiva- 
tor must suit his own convenience in this matter, re- 
membering that some lands are sooner affected by 
drouth and frosts than others. The amount of seed 
most generally sown is one bushel per acre, but it is 
better to employ less than more, especially on the 
better soils; the* great fault in sowing this grain is 
that too much seed is given.
